We believe and hope that this Glad will prove to be a 
fitting memorial to the great showman for whom it is named. 
“CLARENCE D. FORTNAM” is a Glad with a statuesque 
beauty, blush-pink in color. Its 5-inch florets, heavily ruffled 
and needle point, are borne on a 24-inch flower head with 8 of 
its 21 buds open and another 8 showing color. The champion 
spike at the 1949 Maryland show held 10 open on the second 
day. The height of the plant in the field is 56 inches. It blooms 
in 90 days from bulbs planted directly from cold storage. If 
the bulbs are sprouted at planting time they will doubtlessly 
bloom a week to ten days earlier. Bulblet production and ger- 
mination are excellent. Its heavy substance, tight attachment 
and ability to open when cut make it a promising cut flower.

It is often four to five years before a 
Glad becomes really popular and in demand with the cut flower growers. The variety Valeria is one ex- 
ample and today is probably next to Picardy itself. Anna Mae was another and now comes Pandora, a 
1940 introduction, nearly forgotten and all of a sudden everybody wants stock. The reason is that it has 
taken several years to discover its real qualities as a cut flower. 


Our List Does Not Change 


as fast as some catalogs, because we try to retain the best of the tried and proven as we feel that the 
average back-yard gardener wants some good Glads at a reasonable cost. He does not particularly care 
whether they are brand new or not, as long as they are up to date and good in their color class. 


If You Are a Beginner—Grow Gladiolus With Confidence 


Pick out the list of varieties and colors you think you want and follow as closely as possible the Cultural 
Directions elsewhere in this catalog, and I am sure you will be surprised at what you can produce. The 
made up collections on pages 2, 3, 4, 25, 26 are good to start with, as these varieties have been carefully 
selected for performance and a good blend of color. 


If You Are Growing Commercially—Depencd on Alfred Moses’ Fine Selections 
You must have good varieties. You can’t afford to plant 1000 bulbs and cut three to five hundred good 
spikes. It must be better. We are asked so many times to name a good commercial list that I feel it’s in 
order to do it here. Practically all small-flowering varieties are in the 100 and 200 classes.

There seems to be a certain group of varieties that win consistently the lion’s share of blue ribbons. 
I attend some 12 to 15 shows each year, and it seems the following list stands out: 

Abu Hassan, Alpine, Beauty’s Blush, Big Top, Birch Red, Black Cherry, Blue Beauty, Burma, Caroline 
W. Gannett, Chamouny, Connecticut Yankee, Corona, Cotillion, Cover Girl, Daisy Mae, Dieppe, Elizabeth 
the Queen, Evangeline, Florence Nightingale, Gail, Pink Radiance, Porcelain Blue, Purple Supreme, Ravel, 
R. B., Red Charm, Red Wing, Silver Wings, Sparks, Spic and Span, Spotlight, Stoplight, Gwen, Heart’s 
Desire, Indian Princess, Lancaster, Leading Lady, Marion Pearl, Miss Wisconsin, Mother Kadel, Nancy, 
Ogarita, Orange Gold, Pactolus, Parthiena, Patrol, Phantom Beauty, Salmon’s Glory, Sunspot, Topflite, 
Trocadero, Vagabond Prince, Valeria, Victory Queen, Voodoo, War Paint, Wedgewood, White Challenge. 

This does not mean that other varieties are not suitable, as any well grown spikes are contenders for 
blue ribbons. Picardy, now 18 years old, is hard to beat when well grown, but rarely seen today on the 
show tables. The trend is simply for something new, bigger, fragrant, double or unheard of before. 
But don’t feel you can’t exhibit if you only have 10c bulbs. A well grown ten center still does not have 
to take the background for the $5.00 bulb group. Varieties and exhibitors are on an equal basis, so grow 
them well and bring them to one of the State Shows and win some blue ribbons. You will be rewarded 
with the sportsmanship and fine people you meet. 


Shows—Enjoy the Pleasure and Pride of Winning an Award 


There are from one to eight shows held each year in nearly every state and province of Canada. 
If you do not know where the nearest one to you will be held, we will be glad to help you. Join your 
state or local society, the North American Gladiolus Council or the New England Gladiolus Society. 
Such information is available in the bulletins or magazines. However, drop us a card, and we will give 
you the information needed. 

We would suggest you set aside the date of September 2 and 3, 1950, to attend the Lima State Show 
where some 2000 people drove many miles to see it last year. And at the same time, see our trial gar- 
dens of some 500 varieties and our fields.

Catalogs—Free for the Asking 
We want everyone interested in any way to have one of our catalogs. However, please remember cat- 
alogs such as we puti out cost real money. If you do not order in three years we take for granted you are 
no longer interested and your name is taken from our files. Our catalogs cost about 25c each and with 
the thousands we send out it runs into a large sum. If you have not ordered recently, some word in the 
way of a post card will be greatly appreciated. Please print name and address when writing us. 


Questions We Are Often Asked 

Why do my bulbs all go back to that small yellow (or pink or orange)? Your bulbs do not change 
or revert back at all, even though people have asked this question hundreds of times. If you would keep 
your varieties separate you will find this is true, but you will find that some are very prolific, while others 
are weak and have no resistance to disease, virus, etc. The prolific variety propagates exceptionally fast, 
probably from the bulbs splitting up as well as from bulblets. As a result, in two or three years time, 
you will increase the percentage of this variety many, many times. Again, the bulbs of this variety will 
no doubt keep well. No, I have never seen one change in our long experience in growing hundreds of 
acres. 


What is a ‘“‘Sport?”’ 

Sports are not uncommon, but actually, probably not over one in a half million is found. This is prob- 
ably a freak of Nature, as a bulb will develop an entirely different colored flower. The form of the flower 
can also be changed, but as a rule the color sport usually carries the same characteristics as the parent 
plant. Sometimes the plant itself changes but is usually overlooked. If vour varieties are all labeled and 
another color shows up or an exceptionally heavy or weak grower appears, it could be a sport, but in- 
variably will have some characteristics of the variety. Sports will revert to the mother plant or variety, 
and this must be expected. One in 500 is not unusual. 


Bulbs Running Out 
Why do bulbs run out after two or three years? The answer is simply just plain old age. The bulbs of 
some varieties often split up and these splits will carry one for a time, but the quality of your blooms is 
apt to get poorer. You have got to grow some bulblets on or else buy some new bulbs every two or three 
years. Some varieties will hold up and produce longer than others, but eventually young blood is needed. 


Prices 
Why is one variety listed at $5.00 each and another at 10c? The $5.00 variety may or may not be any 
better than the 10c one. It simply means that the high priced one is new, stock is very scarce, there 
may not be 500 bulbs in all sizes in existence. It may be a slow propagator but well worth keeping which 
tends to keep it high. Most $5.00 bulbs will reach the rock bottom price in from four to eight years with a 
gradual decline as stock becomes more plentiful. Quality has nothing to do with price. 


Seedlings—Tens of Thousands to Produce One Good Variety 

How are new varieties developed? Some people think that new varieties come from growing the bulblets 
that form on the large bulb. No, bulblets come true to the parent. New varieties or seedlings are developed 
from the seed that forms on the flower spike. Bees, insects and the wind will do the fertilizing, but hy- 
bridizers like to have true, straight crosses, and do it by hand, and placing a paper bag or protecting cover 
over the flower so that no foreign pollen is received from the bees, etc. There may be a 100 or more seeds 
in a pod of which no two will be exactly alike. However, not every one of these seeds makes a worthy va- 
riety. The tendency is towards poor colors, weakness, and undesirables. It takes many thousands of seeds, 
a lot of time and enough records to equal a small business to grow seedlings. 


Planting Space for the Home Gardener—for the Commercial Grower 

How much room do Glads take? Actually not very much, but depends on what your ultimate aim is. 
If you want just some nice flowers to keep the house supplied they can be planted as close as five to the 
foot, and rows a foot apart. If you are growing for show purposes, give them a little more room, say 4 to 
6 inches apart. If planting small bulbs 10 or 12 to the foot is not too many as the bloom cannot be ex- 
pected to be too large, but the bulbs should make stock for another year. Even at that, small bulbs given 
plenty of room can often make some spectacular spikes. 

Commercially the rows are spaced from 2 to 3 feet, usually 3 feet. If large bulbs are planted, four to 
the foot is not too many. At this rate 58,000 bulbs would be needed for one acre. Some stagger the bulbs 
in the row, giving each one more room or allowing for more to the acre.

ACKNOWLEDGEMENT OF ORDERS: As soon as your order is received it is booked as an 
original and three copies. The pink goes to you as an acknowldegement of your order. The yellow and 
orange copies go to the warehouse for filling the order. When the order is filled the yellow copy is put in 
the package as a check list for you. This is not a bill, but a packing sheet. The original stays in the office 
as a permanent record at all times. In writing regarding your order, PLEASE mention the number. This 


will save us considerable checking. 


ORDERS FOR LESS THAN $2.00 cost us as much expense in labor and trouble as those over. 
PLEASE DO NOT SEND ORDERS FOR LESS THAN $2.00. 


On retail orders of $3.00 to $10.00 you may add 5% of the total order in extra bulbs of your choice. 
Add 10% on orders from $10.00 and up. BUT this does NOT apply on items taken from the quantity or 
wholesale list, nor does it apply on those items marked NO DISCOUNT. Do not select “No Discount” 
bulbs for extras, or figure the discount on “No Discount” purchases. No discount allowed from pages 41, 
42, 43, 44, 45 and 48. If you have a preference for certain varieties as extras, please specify. It helps. We 
try to give orders some extras depending on the size of the order. 





PAYMENTS: Please send check, postal or express money order, or drafts. Do NOT send cash as 


it can easily be lost. If it is lost we could very well be accused, and we don’t want that. 


SHIPMENT: All retail orders are shipped prepaid parcel post to all points on the North American 
Continent. Orders outside this continent are f.o.b. here. We begin shipping March 15th un- 
less otherwise specified. We can ship earlier, but it is at your risk due to freezing conditions. 


WHOLESALE orders are shipped express collect unless otherwise specified, as express is insured against 
frost. These orders we ship as soon as we can from the warehouse after January Ist, unless customer speci- 
fies otherwise. From March 15th to May Ist, however, we are usually rushed and may delay shipment a 
few days. 


BULB SIZES: Bulbs are graded in six different sizes from No. 1 to No. 6. The largest size is No. 1 
which is 1% inches in diameter or over. No. 2 bulbs run from 1% inches to 11% inches with % inch 
variation in each size down to No. 6, which is 4% inch or under. These are all diameters. Do not be 
fooled by offers of bulbs sized by circumference. Gladiolus are usually sold by diameter. Retail lists are 
made up of Large, Medium and Small sizes. Large is No. 1 and No. 2 sizes; Medium No. 3 and No. 4; 
and Small No. 5 and No. 6 sizes. We always use the larger of the two sizes as long as they last. When 
they are gone we send the second size. If your order calls for Medium and you get part No. 3 and part 
No. 4, please do not write us about it, saying we sent the wrong size. It is simply that we were out of the 


larger size so we sent the next size which is still Medium. You cannot depend on getting bulblets after 
May Ist. 


Medium size bulbs will bloom, although the spike will not usually have as many buds as the large size 
bulbs. Small size will bloom if they have a long season in which to grow. 


We list in our retail list 5 bulbs at the 10 rate, but we do not send less than the smallest quoted unit. 
If a variety is listed 2 bulbs for 20 cents, we will not sell one bulb for 10 cents, as the clerical work, filling 
and packing orders will be too expensive. 


GUARANTEE: Above all, we take great pains to keep our stock absolutely true to name, but mis- 
takes do happen in spite of all we can do. Let us know about them and we will try to make a satisfactory 
adjustment. If you tell someone else we may never hear about it directly and cannot rectify our error. We 
have declared war on bulb diseases and feel confident we are winning the battle. Our program calls for 
thorough roguing, pre-planting and post-planting treatments of bulbs, dry kiln storage and hand work 
throughout. This adds to the labor cost materially, but we must do our utmost to give you the best we can. 


But we do not warrant in any way, expressed or implied, the contents or the description, quality, pro- 
ductiveness, or any other matter of any seeds, bulbs or plants sold by us, and we will not in any way 
be responsible for the crop. If the purchaser does not accept these goods on these terms no sale is made 
and goods must be returned in ten days. 


SUBSTITUTION: We do not substitute varieties unless you give express permission. We do 
occasionally substitute the next size larger or smaller, when we are out of the size ordered, and give you 
value in bulbs to the amount you send. It helps us if you will give permission to substitute and we will 


always try to substitute in color if so permitted. Very often you win because we send you something 
better than you ordered.

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Gladiolus Care and Culture 


(Revised to September, 1949) 


When bu:bs are received they should be opened at once and stored in a cool, dry place. About a week later 
check them over for frost damage. The best storage temperature is 40-50 degrees. 


PLANTING TIME: In general, plant when the soil is warmed up in the spring. A good rule for first plant- 
ing is when the Maple leaves begin to open. In Central New York it may be any time from April Ist to July Ist, 
depend:ng upon the time you want the plant to bloom. As the blooming season varies, so the planting time must 


vary if you wish to hit the shows. Comparative blooming dates are given for each variety listed in the retail list. 
These are as given in the North American Gladiolus Classification. 


THE BEST PLACE TO PLANT: Is where they will have the full sun. They do their best if they have 
no competition from trees or shrubs nearby. A soil that will grow good Potatoes will grow good Glads. Glads are 
very tolerant in their soil requirements but good drainage is essential to best performance. They like lots of water, 


but they cannot stand wet feet. They grow best in neutral soil but soil slightly acid or slightly alkaline will also 
produce good bloom. ! 


DISEASE AND INSECT CONTROL: There are two forms of trouble in Gladiolus, insect and fungous 
diseases. The only insect which causes extensive trouble is the Gladiolus thrip. Th’‘s is best controlled by 5% DDT 
of which we will write later. The majority of the diseases of Gladiolus are fungus produced and are controlled very 
readily as follows: Fungous diseases are spread by tiny spores. These can be checked and in most instances killed by 
the use of some dip before plant’ng. The one we most thoroughly recommend is New Improved Ceresan. Lysol, 
Corrosive Sublimate and Ceresan M are used but we use and prefer New Improved Ceresan. 


NEW IMPROVED CERESAN FORMULA: One ounce of New Improved Ceresan, 3 tablespoons of 
Grasselli Spreader-Sticker (or 1% box of DREFT), 3 gallons of water. For larger quantities: 4 lb. New Improved 
Cerecan, 5 tablespoons of Grasselli Spreader-Sticker (or 1 box of DREFT), 25 gallons of water. Soak the bulbs 15 
minutes. bulblets 30 minutes and DO NOT EXCEED THIS TIME. Let drain and plant the same day while wet 
if possible. If you cannot plant within a very few hours, rinse thoroughly and do not soak again. Severe losses can 
happen if you fail to follow the above directions very carefully. To mix above formula easily, add the spreader to 
the Ceresan with a small amount of water and stir until a smooth paste is formed. Then add the rest of the water 
slowly, stirring constantly. When stirring this, use a wooden paddle. The concentrated solution can seriously burn 
your hands although the weaker dip is not especially dangerous. The solution is good until it is used up. BUT do 


not soak more than 15 minutes for bulbs and 30 minutes for bulblets. This is not a thrip control. Use DDT for 
control of thrips. 


CERESAN M: Ceresan M is a stronger and faster working material than New Improved Ceresan. Do not 
soak longer than 5 minutes for bulbs and 15 minutes for bulblets in this solution. 


LYSOL OR CRESOL COMPOUND: For most amateurs probably the safest and easiest dip is 1 tea- 
spoon of Lysol or Cresol Compound to a quart of water; or 4 tablespoons to 4 gallons of water; 1 pint to 25 gallons 
of water. Bulbs should be soaked for from 3-6 hours and bulblets 12-14 hours. Plant the same day as treated while 
wet if possible. Solution is only good for five lots.

SOIL PREPARATION: A good coat of well-rotted stable manure plowed or spaded under the fall before 
planting is a very good start. The soil should be plowed or spaded deeply to give the roots opportunity to secure 
food and moisture at a lower level. If manure cannot be obtained, peat moss can be used for humus with a good 
commercial fertilizer such as 4-8-8 or 4-12-8 for bloom production and 4-8-12 for production of bulbs. Any garden 
compost will serve as humus or a cover crop of rye, clover, soybeans, or rye grass plowed under the year before is 
excellent. 


For bloom production on medium to heavy soil, one-half the fertilizer should be broadcast on top before plowing 
or spading and the balance put on before fitting the ground. This should give excellent results. For exhibition 
bloom some like to put part of the fertilizer in the bottom of the trench mixed with the soil, and an inch or so of 
peat moss on top of it for humus. Most of our soils are deficient in humus and peat moss is an excellent aid for 
retaining moisture in light, sandy soils and loosening the heavier clay types. Most of our special planting plots 
would be much improved by this method. It is especially valuable in growing bulblets or Gladiolus seed. 


PLANTING BULBS: Bulbs may be planted 3-6 inches apart in the row (not less than twice the diameter 
of the bulb) with rows 20 inches to three feet apart, depending on the method of cultivation. For show blooms, 6 
inches apart is best with rows at least 30 inches apart. Depth, for large bulbs, 4-5 inches in heavy soil, 6 inches in 
lighter soil. Small bulbs 3 inches deep and bulblets 11% to 2 inches deep. Be sure to give plenty of water before 
and during the blooming season. 
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Gladiolus Care and Culture 


BULBLET GROWING: Small lots of valuable bulblets may be peeled or cracked with a quicker and 
surer start to be expected. Larger lots that m‘ght need start’ng help can be aided by being soaked over night and 
put in the sun in a cloth bag during the day, every day for a week or so. If you have peeled the bulblets we would 
advise treating them as if they were bulbs in Lysol or New Improved Ceresan. 


CARE: After plant’ng, cultivate once a week and keep free from weeds in the row and between the plants. 
Cultivation at first may be fairly deep but when the bud begins to show, cultivation should not be deeper than % to 
1 inch so the feeder roots near the surface will not be injured. Hilling up should begin when the plants are about 
a foot high. Th's will aid in keeping the spikes erect in windy weather. When spikes are up to a foot or more, heavy 
watering should begin if there is no rain. 


FOR EXHIBITION BLOOMS: To give these an extra boost, fertilizer may be side dressed when the 


plants are nearly in the bud stage. Scatter about a handful each three feet along the side of the row about three 
inches from the plant just before a rain or watering and cultivate well. 


SPRAY OR DUST: From the time the plants are six inches hgh they should be sprayed or dusted for 
thrip. Thr’p may have been planted with your bulbs, having lived over in storage or been brought in on bulbs you 
bought from a dealer or exchanged with another Glad friend. They may blow in from a neighbor’s patch or be 
carr'ed on clothing to your patch. In fact, they are supposed to be able to fly at one stage of their existence a 
maximum distance of % mile. The only way to be safe is to spray or dust at 7-day intervals, beginning when they 
are 6 inches high and continuing until they open the first bloom. A spray that has been widely used and considered 
effective is made up of 1 ounce of Tartar Emetic (4% teaspoonfuls), 2 ounces of brown sugar, 3 gallons of water. 
(3 tablespoons of molasses or corn syrup may be used instead of sugar.) Do not use a spreader with this as it is 
supposed to form drops of concentrated poison on the leaves. 


DDT: We find DDT very effective for thrip control. Either dust or spray is effective if it is not less than 
5% strength. We use and offer for sale 5% DDT dust with tale at the rate of 30 lbs. to the acre each time over. 
We use a power machine but a hand duster that will make a fog of dust around the plants is just as good. But 
REMEMBER to kill the thrip the dust must touch the insect as it is a contact poison. As they are normally within 
the sheath, one dusting will not clean them out. Three to five applications at 7-10 day intervals will be necessary. 
We have 5% DDT dust with tale and can supply you at any time. We are as near as your post office. 


Many prefer a liquid spray and we have DEENATE 50 W. which is a wettable powder which can be diluted 
from the 50% strength to 5% by adding water. 1% lbs. to 100 gallons of water or 4 level teaspoons to 3 gallons 
of water. 


The best part of us'‘ng DDT dust or spray is that there is no danger to the plant by using too strong a solution. 
The active ingredient is harmful only to insects. A toxic condition may be produced in humans by inhaling too much 
of the dust or spray but it has no permanent effect and ordinary care is sufficient to insure no harm to the person 
making the application. 


WiIREWORMS: Wireworms can now be controlled by the use of Benzine Hexachloride in one of its com- 
positions. Probably the eas‘est to use is Chlordane and we will be glad to supply it if you are in need. We had a 
bad infestation of wireworms this year and succeeded in getting them under control after a course of treatment. 


When cutting flower spikes be sure to leave 4 to 6 leaves on the plant to properly cure the bulb. A small, 
sharp knife slid down the stem on each side between the stalk and the leaves and then a slanting cut across the 
bottom will do this very nicely. Spikes are best cut in the morn’ng when one or two blooms are open. 


DIGGING: Bulbs can be dug 30 days after the flower is gone or before freezing weather sets in. The tops 
should be cut off after the bulbs are lifted as close as possible to the bulb. Pruning shears do this very nicely. 
If stalks turn brown prematurely the bulb is probably diseased and should be destroyed with all the foliage. 


STORING: Bulbs may be stored in flat boxes to dry and cure. They should not be more than 4 inches deep 
so they will dry well. If wooden boxes with wire bottoms are used, curing will be hastened if bulbs are washed 
with a fine spray. Care must be used to not tear the husks with the force of the water. Bulbs will be much easier 
to clean and there will be little dirt in the bulblets. As soon as the bulbs are dry and in the storage (about three 
weeks after digging) they should be treated with either Napthalene Flakes or 5% DDT dust with talc. DDT dust 
may be left on all winter but Napthalene should never’ be left more than 3-4 weeks as the flakes will burn the root 
knobs if left on. DDT dust is safe and sure and does not need to be removed. 
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Gladiolus Care and Culture 


HAVE YOU ORDERED YOUR DDT? 
Bulbs should be cleaned either before or after this treatment. Clean'ng means removing the old roots and old 
bulb and sorting out and discarding all diseased bulbs. Bulblets may be separated at this time.
